Day Will Be Held March 5

March. 5th has been named National University Student 
Day in accordance with a resolution .passed at the last 
Canadiari„Conference on Education. 

This organization will 'sponsor : " 

March 1st to 7th in order to focus 

attention oif the national problem. 
Tlie plan is wholeheartedly endor- 
sed by the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students. 

The theme and put-pose of the 
National University Student Day 
will relate to "the place of the 
universily-student, the part played 
by the university in his life, the 
problems he will encounter and 
how ho can overcortié them. The 
acute shortage of residences makes 
it Increasingly more difficult for 
potential students from non-univ- 
ersity cities to attend, and the 
financial situation is rapidly reach- 
ing a recognized crisis. ,~ 
The National Secretariat will 
handle, the overall method of 
approach. Co-operation of the press 
and the coast-to-coast' CBC net- 
works of radio and TV will be 
requested' in an attempt to air the 
student views and opinions before 
the public. 

It is hoped that the man in the 
street will be made to realize that 
a proper solution to the educational 
problem would make it possible 
for any son or daughter of Canada, 
regardless of economic means, to 
attend university If he or she 
possess the aptitude.

"Apart from this benevolent 
nationalism, Quebec is entitled to 
take the credit for having con- 
tributed perhaps more than any 
other province to the promotion 
of arts and letters in Canada".

He therefore suggested that . IJ 
nations of the free world meet 
and reach o common basis for a 
Declaration of Freedom's Creed. 

"Such a declaration would give 
to the uncommitted world a so- 
lemn pledge of willingness to 
work with them for belter eco- 
nomic conditions in which human 
dignity, equality and tolerance 
will be recognized and personal 
liberty, freedom of thought, ex- 
pression and association and reli- 
gion pledged to those who will 
join in freedom .and for freedom ; 
in the struggle for men's hearts". 

Mr.. Diefenbaker said the ideals 
and principles of the Western 
world need to be clearly enuncia- 
ted if they are to be Understood 
in a world engaged in the war of,,- ~ 
Ideas. 

He was convinced that there 
was much to be gained from free 
nations dedicating themselves 
through" a declaration similar to 
the Atlantic Charter drawn up by 
President Roosevelt- and Prime 
Minister Churchifl during the 
last war. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker de- 
clared that it is just important in 
peace, as in war "for free men to 
speak to the rest of the world 
with a united and compelling 
voice". - 

He said that the world is living 
in a new age, "the new renalssan- • 
ce . . . "Free men mus_t be pre- 
parded in this period . ... to sacri- 
fice and to weigh the accepted 
views of the past, and if found 
wanting, to courageously" provido 
new formulas to meet new con- 
ditions".

Tradition is a thing which college students are tradi- 
tionally expected to deplore. 

In many cases, the abuse of tradition is justified, for 
a blind adherence to custom can lead to a nullifying torpor 
in both social and political' behaviour. 

There are, however, certain traditions which have al- 
ways been synonymous with civilization itself — the un- 
thinking repayment of kindness, the gracious reception of 
friends, the willingness to share. When traditions such as 
these are abused — or worse, ignored — it is time for good 
men everywhere to make their protest heard. 

We refer, of course, to the seldom-exploited privilege 
of R.V.C. girls to bring male guests into the residential 
dining halL It is, or could be, a very worthwhile practice. 
Right now, it seems quite liable to die of sheer neglect 

Admittedly, there are still a few exceptions. But it is 
hardly hospitable to expose a lone, unarmed guest — nay, 
victim — to the naked observation of four hundred hungry 
co-eds. The poor male takes one terrified glance at the room, 
fingers his collar, quails, turns white, and either bolts or, 
if he's made of sterner stuff, takes a deep breath and en- 
ters, feeling about as much at ease as a penguin in a tree- 
ful of gaily coloured, parrots. 

Besides the honour and prestige that go with a per- 
sonal invitation to R,V.C, there's a financial angle. For 
the first two or three meals, or at least until your face is 
familiar, the dinner is on the residence. 

Why it isn't done more often, we don't know. It seems 
like such a- simple, congenial way for the girls to recipro- 
cate the kindness showered upon them by college men and 
boys alike. Perhaps the girls are merely social cowards, 
each afraid to take the step alone. Perhaps they've found 
other and more fitting means of recompense. Perhaps they 
don't even care. 

Whatever the reason, the tradition of ignoring the tra- 
ditions is likely to continue. For on the rare occasions when 
women do make their 'minds up, they seem to stay made. 
And we, apparently, stay in the Greasy. 

From the male point of view, the worst tiling is that 
-there's nothing we can do. It all seems to substantiate Law- 
rence's thesis that the North American male is dominated 
by the female of the species.

Continuity in Education \ 

A student cannot call himself a student without under- 
standing the role of the university and of study. Joe Doe 
at college is not necessarily a student, nor is a degree- 
granting institution necessarily a university. Wc all tco 
often neglect to make these basic distinctions. 

An institution may be called a university only if it 
trains its students to think freely, but thinking, as distinct 
from mi'sing or speculating, is a process based on habit. 
Reason is but choosing, Milton says;' but to choose is to 
eliminate the olher chores; the greater the freedom of 
thought, the less the freedom of choice.. The process df 
education is thus a patient cultivating of habit : its prin- 
ciple is continuity and its agent memory, not just memory 
but practiced memory.. 

The university is doing its proper job when it presents 
the student with a coherent area of knowledge and ena- 
bles him to progress within it. Universities with depart- 
ment-store programme.'' that allow him to leave an insti- 
tution in the middle of a .sentence in order to pick up a 
credit' somewhere else are not educating him they are me- 
rely cheating him. 

Such pseudo-educational procedures arc an assault to 
the memory ; they undermine the habits of continuity and 
repetition which we know to be the basis of learning. All 
the distinctions which are fundamental to education: the 
. distinction between concentration and ' attention, between 
knowledge and information, between education and ins- 
truction, depend as much on habits. 

Thinking itself i*> not- a rational process like eating, 
but an acquired skill like playing the piano. Continuity' in 
education is of primary importance. 
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More Segregation 

With regard to your aïtlcles ■ 
on the problems of the United 
States, may I add the following. 

First of all, we do have' segre-' 
gated schools in this province, . 
and not only are they segregated 
as- to language, a natural thing, 
but as to religion which is less - 
natural. The three school boards 
French and Catholic, English and 
Catholic, and English and Protes- 
tant, would not think of Integra- 
tion one with another. One might 
say it was not feasible but cer- 
tainly the two English schools 
could be united. 

Each of us hss our pride in 
ourself, and while we regard no 
one as our superior, we neither 
regard him as our inferior on a 
basis of the three aforementioned 
divisions of our society. Where 
this leads is this. If the members 
of the two squabbling races in 
the Southern United States were 
convinced that they were inferior 
to no one each would be proud to 
attend his own school, a black to 
a black school, a white to a white 
school Each race ought to have 
pride In Itself, and provided that 
equal facilities to study were 
provided, should be proud to at- . 
tend his own school. Unfortuna- 
tely the school issue has become 
a test case and people have be- 
come blinded. 

The amount of racial friction 
present depends on a number of 
things, to wit, the ease with 
which . A may be distinguished 
from B, the percentage of the 
total population represented by 
the two races, and various sort 
of propaganda. 

The first point the persecution 
of the Jews flourished in Germa- 
ny because it is easy to tell- a 
Jew from a German. A Jew re- 
sembles an Italian and for this 
reason Mussolini was less success- 
full with his hate campaign. Here 
in Quebec, English' and French, 
Protestants and Catholics are ba-' 
sically quite , siinilar though an. 
experienced 'eye can spot one 
from the other every time. So if 
some one did try to stir up at 
racjal controversy here, he would 
have trouble, because we arc basi- 
cally alike. A black has no such 
protection from a white and if 
some one wants to hate some 
one, a black is the obvious choice 
as it is so easy. This may be-part 
of the 'U.S. trouble. . '. 

Concerning the percentages. 
Assume' there are two races, A 
and B, with A the acknowledged 
superior. If - B were present in 
only small amounts, say 1% of 
a total population racial friction 
would be' low. Increasing the per- 
centage of B present would in- 
crease the friction. Maximum 
amount of friction would occur. 
When the two races bore a fixed 
numerical ratio to one another, 
percentagewise. After '■ this, the 
A's would tend, to keep them- 
selves separate from the rest, the 
B's, the mob. They would be 
happy because they would not 
consider themselves down-trod- 
tlcn, even though they were only 
20% of the population. They 
would be proud to be what they 
were, and would leave the others 
alone — we hope if Uicy were > 
tolerant What this comes to is 
that though in the minority, with 
a proper spirit, and. neither infe- 
riority or superiority complex 
they would be at peace with B. 
Race. 

In the southern states, the trou- 
ble is deeper than this, but it 
would appear I hat if the blacks 
would cast off their inferiority 
complex, and the whites their 
superiority complex, which docs 
not scOin likely, thece would

quite possibly be an improve- 
ment in the state of affairs there. 

I realize that our neighbour's 
problems are grave, and just a 
few points of many have been 
considered, but I do say that in 
the schools question at least, if 
the blacks had a proper pride in 
themselves, neither arrogance, 
nor conceit, nor the pride of the 
Uriah Heep, that of glorying in 
being down trodden, are parts of 
the world might well take note, 
to their own benefit 

It is not for us to criticize, but 
rather to commiserate with our 
HI HI Wm V. 



neighbours, for surely if wc had 
their problems we would fail too.

UNB Asks $1 Million 
From Quebec & Ontario 
In Building Campaign 

' The University ol New Brunswick will ask Ontario and Quebec 
(o contribute minimums ol $500,000 and $600,000 to its national 
building fund campaign. 

At least 25%. of the 1,556 stu- 
dents enrolled at U.N.B. come 
from Quebec and Ontario, accord- 
ing to Vernon S. Johnson, Mon-' 
trcal chairman of the campaign. 
Because of the national role the 
university plays in Canada. Mr. 
Johnson feels the nation should 
support the campaign. 

"About 75% of U.N.B. gradua- 
tes seek employment in other 
regions of Canada, primarily Que- 
bec and Ontario", he said. , 

"Since the University of tfevr 
Brunswick accepts, without dis- 
crimination or limitation, 25% of 
its student body from Quebec and 
Ontario, and returns 75% of its 
graduates to these provinces, it 
is justified in campaigning, on a 
national basis", claimed Mr. John- 
son. 

His statements were supported 
by Dr. C.B. Mackay, president of 
the university, and by K.C. Irving, 
Maritime industrialist and natio- 
nal chairman of the campaign. 

The Maritime Provinces them- 
selves will be asked to contribute 
£500,000, the same amount as 
Ontario. The fund target - is 
S3,200,000. The New Brunswick 
Government has promised to 
match dollar for dollar all other 
contributions.

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Bill For Student Loans 
Introduced By Premier; 
$8 Million Are Reserved 

Notice was given yesterday in the agenda of the Quebec Legis- 
lative Assembly that the government will introduce a bill to "facil- 
itate access to higher studies." 

This measure has been awaited 
since the beginning of the current 
session when the speech from the 
throne revealed the govern- 
ment's Intention to boost its aid 
to university students. The text 
of the bill is not yet available 
but it Is believed that a system 
of loans for college students will 
be suggested. 

. According to a government 
spokesman, the new system 
would provide for additional 
student loans of $1,000 per year. 
At present, $500,' half of which 
must be refunded, is available 
to students residing in the city. 
This $1000. it Is understood, 
would not be refunded nntll 3 
years after graduation. The spo- 
kesman said the government in-, 
tended to set aside $8,000,000 for 
this purpose. 



Presidents of the Students' As- 
sociation of Quebec's six uni- 
versities met with Premier Du- 
plessis early in December to dis- 
cuss financial problems. Mr. Du- 
plexais stated a short while be- 
fore that he wanted to discuss 
these difficulties with students 
before taking legislative action . 

Union Opens 
New Office 

Due to. pressing demands for 
additional space, the Union man- 
agement has opened a new office, 
as yet unnamed, on the fourth 
floor of the Union. The new attic 
office will be used by members 
of WUS, MCWA, NFCUS, the 
Arts and Science Committee and 
the Freshman Reception Commit- 
tee, all former occupants of the 
Salon. This change will leave the 
Salon open for use by the various 
clubs for the purpose of general 
meetings. 

During the holidays the Board 
Room was also renovated. The 
tables and woodwork were 
polished, new light fixtures were 
installed and a general winter 
cleaning program reinforced.

Speaking of conspiracy, it reminds one of another campaign of Big Business itself, 
in U.S., at the turn of the century, when at e very turn it charged labor with conspiracy, 
resorting to trumped up trials. This is history. And management believes history can be 
repeated.

How else can you explain all 
these efforts lately in favour of 
right to work laws? In the U. S. 
these laws now exist in 10 states, 
those normally considered the 
most backward: all Southern 
states and some Midwestern. It 
is interesting to note that in 12 
of these states there arc statutes 
establishing an "integrated bar", 
by which all lawyers are compell- 
ed by law to belong to their bnr' 
association! Apparently what is 
sauce for the goose is not sauce 
for the gander! These right to 
work laws are simply anti-union 
and have been declared such by 
ranking businessmen. 

CANADIAN PLANS 

But that is the States, you say. 
"In our fair Canada, not later 
than last Friday. January 0, 11)50, 
the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce presented a brief to the 
Federal Government which has 
been termed reactionary even in 
some very conservative quarters. 
The Chamber makes no bones 
about its appreciation of right to 
work laws, among other things. 

Another august Canadian body, 
the Canadian Manufacturers Al- 
location, hat now an unofficial 
propaganda canter operating in 
high gear under tha nam* "Com- 
mittee on Economic Rights and 
Freedom". Notice the platitudi- 
nous generality of the Commit- 
tee's name. We have all heard of 
organization! hiding behind the 
words Popular, Liberty, Fresdoml 

In this province, for some 
years, we seem to pnde ourselves 
of being as backward as possible 
in the field of labor. Last October 
23rd, the Quebec Federation of - 
Labour presented a brief to the 
Duplessis government and incre- 
dible as it main seem gave nu- 
merous instances where the 
Union Nationale has been liste- 
ning the noose oven more. The 
QFL asked anew for laws fa- 
vouring the establishment 'of 
union shops. And this when there 
has alwaya existed in Quebec an 
"integrated -bar", ■ neeaiess to 
say! By the way, next February 
13 we shall be celebrating (sic) 
the tenth anniversary of the As- 
bestos strike. You may remember 
that this was our Hungarian re- 
volt. 

THE CBC AGAIN 

Alt this has brought us far 
from the CBC strike. However it 
is in this context that it must 
be examined. Vested interests 
are threatening labor's very exis- 
tence and it certainly cannot 
view without alarm a fundamen- 
tal right, let us not forget, the 
right to associate, being brushed 
aside, even if by a Crown cor- 
poration. 

Very few will contest the pro- 
ducer* 'right to associate but it 
must bo appreciated also tbat 
the CBC stands, according to 
many, on very firm judicial 
ground*. However, even admitt- 
ing that the CBC's interpretation 
of the notion of management is 
valid in strict justice, now could 
one condone the (abjus* it has 
made of the network. 

First of all any normal em- 
ployer when his employees are 
on strike closes his shop, enter- 
prise, etc. The CBC decided to ; 
carry on with a makeshift orga- 
nization. Results, needless to say, 
have been poor. But where one 
must' strongly take issue is the 
way the CBC has concocted its 
News-bulletins on the French net- 
work. To list the partial and 
untrue items heard would make 
a long and dry list; if jiothing 
else this showed the bad faith of 
the Corporation. The lies were 
little compared to the intimida- 
tion the CBC exerted through its 
use of the medium. 

INTIMIDATION 

Such intimidation is epitomi- 
ted by a "Bulletin Spécial" 



heard right in the middle of a 
film, Monday evening. January 
5. Willi a tone which was certain- 
ly not newsy, the CBC ordered 
— and the word is certainly not 
too strong — all employees to 
return to work. André Lauren- 
deau, in' a long editorial, "Le 
Devoir", January 7, reacted to 
the incident in this way: "The

forbiden to arbitrate its own 
conflict before opinion, and to 
make propaganda from news" 
and he adds "many men have gi- 
ven their lives, not so long ago, 
to stop this". 

Yes, Ceebbels' tactics have 
been unearthed again. There Is 
no end if we do take such a road. 
Only one who has bsen attenti- 
vely listening to the French net- 
work, since the strike began, can 
fully appreciate how far we have 
.travelled along thet rood since 
December - 29th. If the<e prece- 
dents are' to stand, what next? 
Let's hooa the power-monger* 
among the CBC executive will be 
dealt with summarily. '. 

And what should- one think of 
those telegrams the CBC has sent 
to all its employees? And what . 
about the numerous telephone 
calls made by various adminis- 
trative officers to many subal- 
terns ? The word intimidation has . 
once more been uttered. Uncer-

Anyone 
who knows anything about Du- 
puis appreciates that this actor, 
on all issues, is always against, 
and not for what one would nor- 
mally call the good reasons. 

It must be pointed out also 
that all those who hsve wanted 
to cross the picket lines have ^_ 
been able to do so, without any 
violence whatsoever being exert- 
ed. To generalise from an Inci- 
dent such as the reported Kin- 
naird case- is. simply not conform- 
ed to facts. Une reported act 
should certainly not cloud the 
issues involved. In any group 
there arc some people who 
might go beyond the bounds set 
for them by their leaders. The 
L'aion leaders nave repeated iy 
stated that anyone who wants to 
enter the buildings can do so. 
Surely this provides no "hint of 
racketeering , as suggested in a 
letter to the "Daily", last Mon- 
day. 

WIDESPREAD SUPPORT 

Surely in a strike which di- 
rectly concerns only 75 produ- 
cers — one has joined them 
since the strike started — what 
has been truly remarkable is the 
active sympathy shown by unions 
of employees other than the pro- 
ducers themselves.

With a provincial government 
grant for its construction and . 
guarantees from local business- 
men to underwrite any deficit 
which may be incurred in the 
building and furnishing of the 
hospital the university has won 
less than half the battle. They 
lack the necessary funds to ope- 
rate the building after its com- 
pletion. Thus the authorities have 
decided not to complete the hos- 
pital until such a time as they 
will be able , to operate it 

Thti it merely one Isolated 
example of how the universities 
of this province are feeling the 
pinch, end feeling It herd. Make 
no mistake about it, the univer- 
sities are not taking the situation 
ilttlng down. All have' speclel 
cemmtttMt working en the pro- 
blem ef . where and hew to get 
more money. 

One "where" they are all pain- 
fully aware of is the Federal 
government, which this year will 
be giving some $26 million to 
universities all across Canada 
through the NCCU. The "how" 
remains another matter. Quebec 
universities first were offered 
Federal aid back in 1951, and 
accepted it gladly. The following 
year the universities turned 
down the funds at the request of 
the - Provincial government, and 
instead were subsidized by the 
Province. Now, this first year 
Provincial grants were slightly 
larger than the Federal grants 
they replaced and the university 
authorities were no. doubt , happy 
to comply with. the wishes of Mr. 
Duplessis' government. 

Times have changed however. 
Operating costs of the universi- 
ties have increased along with 
their continual expansion of faci- 
lities. The Federal government's 
annual . grant to Canadian univer- 
sities has tripled since 1951, but 
the provincial government "re- 
placement" subsidy is only sligh- 
tly than at that time. In practi- 
cal terms this means McGill re- 
ceives about $900,000 this year 
from the province and turns down ■ 
a grant of over twice that amount 
from the Federal government. 

What makes the situation even 
mere tempting is the' fact that 
the Federal funds are being held 
in trust for the Quebec universi- 
ties, the trust fund having grown 
steadily since 1952. 

Each year the universities find 
themselves more and more temp- 
ted to accept the Federal prants 
In defiance of Mr. Duolcssls' wis- 
hes. Wc propose to discuss seve- 
ral ways the authorities could go 
about this both in a manner 
which would deiniteiy arouse the 
ire of the Union National govern- 
ment and in a more subtle, "com- 
promise" manner. . 

They could of course, merely 
accept the Federal grants, ins- 
tead of returning the cheques 
they receive each year through 
the NCCU. This would have to 
be done by the msjority of the 

Suebcc universities acting togc- 
icr, it they wished to have any 
chance at all of gettimf away 
with no reprisals from the Pro- 
vincial government. For, in more 
than one instance. Mr. Duplcsris 
has made it clear that it would 
not be wise lor the universities 
to take such a step. We don't 
. think he would be content to 
sit .idly by and let it happen. The 
universities would thus be taking 
a calculated risk and would no 
doubt hope that the weight of 
public opinion would prevent the 



Provincial government from ta- 
king any drastic reprisal. This 
calculated gamble they do not 
appear ready to take. » 

Many university officials still 
privately hope that some aort of 
compromise agreement can be 
reached which will allow the 
universities to accept Federal 
money, but at the same time save 
the Premier's face. Hopes were 
high when the Conservative Par- 
ty, took power in Ottawa that Mr. 
Diefenbakcr and Mr. Duplessis, 
who appeared to be on good terms 
during the past Federal election, 
would reach some sort of agree- 
ment that a "change in colour" 
squelched by Mr. Duplessis' com- 
ment that- a "charge in colour" 



comes and Mr. Duplessis' regime 
could not object to the students' 
receiving federal aid directly. 

These two plans are possible 
alternatives to an out and out 
acceptance of federal money at 
was discussed earlier. However, 
its pretty hard to have your cake 
and eat it too, and this is just 
what these* plans arc designed to 
accomplish— get Federal aid for 
Quebec universities and still re- 
main in the Province's good gra- 
ces. 

What the university authorities 
will do, only time will tell.

in Ottawa docs not at all affect 
the' Provincial Government's stand 
on autonomy for the Province. 
Then too, Mr. Diefenbaker's go- 
vernment does not seem to be 
any more conciliatory with the 
Quebec government than Mr. St 
Laurent was. 

It It ttill possible that 'Federal 
money could be offered to the 
Universities for reseerch purposes. 
Quebec univertitlet already do 
receive such eld, for research, 
not being in the domain of edu- 
cation, Is open to anyone who 
wishes to support it. If the Fede- 
ral government then didhotwatch 
too carefully that all such aid 
was spent for research, the uni- 
versities could conceivably chan- 
nel it into -other avenues which 
drastically need funds. It's tort 
of a shady plan, but certain offi- 
cials have .at least looked into 
the situation. 

Another pian to get around the 
Provincial government would be 
in the form of Federal Scholar- 
ships. Under .this plan all Cana- 
dian University students studying 
. in Quebec would be subsidized to ' 
the extent of a sum of money c- 
qual to the total Federal aid ear- 
marked for Quebec universities, 
divided by the totrl number of 
students. The universities could 
then increase their fees by a like 
amount. In this way, the univer- 
sities would augment their in-

We were talking- about 'old times* with Redmen trainer 
Jimmy Adams the other evening and naturally. Larry Sulli- 
van, ex-coach of the McGill Redmen, and now line coach* 
at Boston College, was mentioned. 

Larry had a rough initiation into Canadian Intercolle-' 
giate football coaching. In his first year his team had failed 
to win a. single game. For the final game, Sullivan brought 
up John Tilley, then of the Intermediates, to bolster the 
weak Redmen line.
